FIRES INSTITUTIONS 

Fifteen Babies Carried Out Burning Hospital. 

Fifty-three Children Burned Death Or- 
phanage. 

Forty Boys Injured Fire that Destroyed Board- 
ing School. 

Three Boys Burned Death Orphanage. 

Aged Women Carried from Burning Asylum. 

Forty-two Patients Carried from Burning Hospital. 

Seventy-six Patients Carried from the Smoke- 
Congested Wards Hospital. 


The foregoing are substance some the news- 
paper headings that appeared during November and 
December the year just ended. 

the story goes, month month and year year. 
Institutions, like club houses, are great fire hazard. 
club-house fires lives are seldom lost. institution 
fires, unfortunately, many inmates lose their lives. 

What, anything the remedy? Obviously all 
non-fireproof buildings institutions were replaced 
fireproof structures, few fires would start and lives 
would lost. These doubt would replaced more 
rapidly than they are the trustees realized the hazard 
life. Where impracticable replace the non- 
fireproof structures, much can done lessen the 
hazard. Some the measures are follows: 

Replace all old type electric wires modern 
cable and safety outlets. 

Construct fireproof enclosed stairways with auto- 
matic door closers. 

Fireproof the basement ceiling. 

Install the basement, attic, storage rooms and 
storage closets, automatic fire sprinklers fire detect- 
ing and signalling cables. 

Keep the basement and attic free from rubbish 
inflammable material. 

the building large enough warrant it, con- 
struct fire walls transversely through the building from 
the basement and extending above the roof, with 
automatically closing fire doors all openings.

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WALTER BROWN—A PSYCHIATRIC CASE 
STUDY INSTITUTION 
PART 
former Resident Psychologist, 
Berkshire Industrial Farm, Canaan, 


Walter Brown’s admission the Berkshire Indus- 
trial Farm was requested his father voicing 
his profound discouragement over the boy’s behavior 
and his own inability cope with it. seem have 
failed utterly,” wrote, “in efforts rear this 
boy real man and good citizen, and would 
send him you the hope that you will succeed where 
have Investigation disclosed rather impos- 
ing catalogue delinquencies, including lying, stealing 
and forging checks. The last offense had resulted his 
expulsion from military school and had led his well- 
nigh desperate father place him State Hospital 
for observation his mental condition. Upon his 
discharge “not psychotic,” Berkshire Industrial 
Farm appeared the last resort. 

due time Walter appeared, smiling, clear-eyed, 
healthy fourteen-year-old, mature appearance and 
friendly manner. chatted most disarmingly 
the members the Clinic staff, who welcomed him and 
except for immediate announcement his determi- 
erratic personality make-up deplored his father. 
was escorted the Farm anxious little woman 
who was manifestly ill ease and loath give any 
information beyond the fact that she was Mr. Brown’s 
hotisekeeper and had never been able get along with 
the boy control him. 

The psychiatric staff immediately began their study 
Walter preparatory treatment. The physical 
examination showed him well nourished and two 
years accelerated physically. was essentially nega- 
tive from the physical and neurological standpoints 
except for some degree vasomotor relaxation under 
emotional disturbance. The psychologist reported that 
was boy better than average intelligence, with 
even mental development and thoroughly normal rea- 
soning ability. was somewhat impulsive, but 
analyzed problems and profited well experi- 
ence. showed rather superior power apperception 
—or the ability grasp situation with its various 
relationships and implications. was normally plan- 
ful and had unusually good mechanical aptitude. 
school proficiency tésts was found his grade— 
the eighth—with special disabilities. 

The psychiatric social worker began her investiga- 
tion securing detailed report from the State Hospi- 
tal. This furnished considerable interesting material. 
The boy’s father, consulting engineer, had referred 
him the hospital for advice and treatment. His 


wife had been committed the same hospital seven 
years before after attempt suicide and had been 
diagnosed case dementia with un- 
favorable prognosis. Walter had been placed with his 
paternal grandmother for two years after the mother’s 
commitment, but had proved troublesome and had been 
sent private school for few months. His father 
then established home with housekeeper charge 
small town. Walter progressed well the public 
school but caused continual trouble with his lying and 
stealing. the advice psychiatrist was sent 
the age thirteen the military school from which 
was expelled after five months for forging checks. 
was said unconcerned about his delinquencies 
and entirely unaffectionate and mercenary his 
relationship with his father. was cowardly 
group and preferred play with younger boys. 

The psychiatrist the hospital found him infantile 
and tearful. talked about his mother and his 
ambition take her away from the hospital. The 
next moment said that would like work and 
earn money help his father. Both ideas seemed 
occur him the spur the moment without serious 
thought. appeared have “an undeveloped atti- 
tude toward the property and took what 
wanted without learning from sad experiences. 
denied all sex experiences. made impression 
personality with lack development 
emotional control.” 

long psychiatric conference with Walter followed 
the receipt the hospital report. talked freely 
and willingly, recalling his early childhood with his 
mother when, said, everything was “dandy.” 
dated his conduct difficulties back the time when the 
housekeeper appeared the scene. had felt from 
the start that she disliked him and resented her 
presence the home. admitted disobeying her 
and stealing food and other little things, and main- 
tained that had lied because truthfulness never 
saved him from punishment. felt that his father’s 
feeling toward him changed when the housekeeper came 
and, when scandal-loving neighbor suggested that 
watch and how they used lie awake 
for hours and listen. cried bitterly when telling this 
and seemed certain that his father had been weaned 
away from him and had disloyally put his mother away. 
tearfully declared that would never return home 
live and added, some day father has 
the poorhouse he’ll want help him.” 

soon possible the psychiatric social worker 
made visit the Brown home another part the 
state. Mr. Brown repeated the story that had told 
the hospital psychiatrist, but this occasion went 
into the most frank and complete details his un- 
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happy life before his wife’s commitment. made 
attempt deny defend his relationship with the 
housekeeper, but did speak the impossibility 
securing divorce and his feeling that under the 
circumstances was not doing wrong. realized, 
however, the pain that the situation had caused Walter 
and seemed understand why had retaliated 
gossiping around the neighborhood. could even 
see the relation that the whole matter bore the boy’s 
delinquency. expressed deep appreciation the 
psychiatric social worker’s desire help Walter 
better adjustment and the same time view sym- 
pathetically his own needs and attempts satisfying 
them. 

During this investigation the Clinic staff had been 
getting better acquainted with the boy, seeing him 
through occasional emotional crisis, encouraging 
friendly contacts and establishing excellent founda- 
tion for the treatment indicated the preliminary 
findings.

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THE POSITION THE COTTAGE MOTHER

The place assigned the cottage mother and the duties 
expected her seem differ institutions varying 
types. inference from the letter requesting 
contribute article upon the subject leads feel 
that expected give own experience con- 
nection with the institution with which happen 
connected, rather than attempting discuss the ques- 
tion general. Going back quite number years, 
find that this was fairly good type the average insti- 
tution. can hardly claimed that progressive ideas 
were regnant, but living conditions now see were 
below standards. can scarcely said that any fea- 
tures the work were above the average. The matron 
charge cottage was expected good, kindly 
soul, who would look after meals for the children and 
see that they were not too rude boisterous conduct. 
She was expected good cook. She was expected 
have the ability make the children perform their 
duties housework. She was expected keep the 
children from fighting, and instruct them the 
fundamentals ethics, such the sinfulness telling 
stories and taking things. She was caretaker the 
children, and was thought that almost any good ordi- 
nary woman would for the job. 
Gradually there began developing conviction that 
the cottage mother, then called the matron, should 


higher type. Attendance the National Confer- 


ence from year year brought rising view stand- 
ards. Then there was sudden awakening upon visit 
certain fine institution. was seen that the typical 
institution was far below what could possibly secured 
intelligent methods. For one thing, this institu- 
tion that was visited there was observed spirit quite 
different from that usually seen. The children all 
appeared happy. They had comfortable, easy 
attitude. There was sign that they were repressed 
hard and antiquated methods. There was friendly 
relationship between members the staff and the chil- 
dren. There was not apparent any sign harshness 
coercion management. Every child appeared 
growing normal, happy way. The experience 


started great many thoughts, and finally developed 
some convictions. 

later period request was made the Board 
Trustees that arrangement effected secure cottage 
mothers better training and ability. was argued 
that the whole type and spirit the institution would 
improved more the cultural should brought into 
the lives the children. Attention was called the 
closeness the house mother the children, and the 
fact that she was position them more 
deeply than any other officer the establishment. 
was pointed out how she took mother’s place real 
way the life every child, that was she who better 
than any one else could help with correct English, in- 
struct table manners, explain the proper attitude 
each sex toward the other, and short put into the life 
and character the child just what the real mother 
the normal home would do. was argued that the 
lady charge the cottage was not there just secure 
good conduct from the children, but develop char- 
acter and build them all the fine qualities that 
should make them strong. was even insisted that she 
really occupied the most important position the estab- 
lishment, not excepting that the Executive Head. 
The Trustees were reasonable men, and listened very 
first remark made upon the subject 
one the trustees was the effect that such women 
would cost more money than hitherto had been paid. 
After full discussion, was decided that finer type 
should sought. Authority was given discover and 
employ fine women for the cottages were already 
engaged the school. was agreed that every effort 
should made lift the children tone and refine- 
ment. was agreed that every case child should 
back his community with evident marks cultural 
training upon him. was important decision 
coming the position that effort should made 
elevate and educate the child finer way than that 
which had previously prevailed. 

Then attempt was made secure set fine women 
take charge the cottages. number school 
teachers were persuaded leave their grades and take 
the job mothering set children. The same 
salary was given them the school. They were 
given the same dignity position that they had pre- 
viously had teachers. Then went afield find 
more good women. Some them had not previously 
had experience institutional work. How were they 
trained? was not feasible secure for them even 
short course school social work. There was 
that time not abundance literature upon the sub- 
ject. the plan decided upon was allow prospec- 
tive cottage mother come and serve supply for 
period few months. Going from house house she 
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would get the run things, and see what was all 
about. She would the course weeks months 
observe different methods different cottages and 
could study the differences and think out things for 
herself. and by, when she should invited take 
charge cottage its mother, she would not any 
means feel new strange the work. 

The results have been worth more than could ex- 
pressed words. There better fraternity among 
members the staff, since all are the same basis 
dignity and salary. The children have high respect for 
mother who can correct them English, discuss with 
them intelligent way the happenings the day. 
Intelligent table talk has given the children ability 
take part conversation. Their attitude indicates that 
they feel they had different standing socially. 
has, course, made the children happy realize that 
increased refinement has come into their lives. 

the institution which this experience recorded 
there are cottage mothers regularly employed, and 
addition three are full-time duty supplies 
take the place any who are off duty. Eight ladies out 
the were formerly teachers. course would not 
select just any teacher. One must had who 
domestic turn, and who has the mother spirit. One 
who knew this same institution other days would 
hardly think could compared with what found 
there today. The standards have nearly every respect 
been raised. has cost some money it, but why 
should spend any money all such work unless 
spend such way the most good for 
the children? 


CHILD WELFARE CODE COMMISSION 
FOR ILLINOIS 


The Illinois Conference Public Welfare adopted 
resolution its 1927 meeting urging that the “incoming 
president instructed appoint committee whose 
duty shall consider and develop ways and 
means toward the most comprehensive, complete and 
coordinated system child welfare possible within 
the State Illinois, including the legislative and ad- 
ministrative phases such service.” 


GEORGIA WITHIN BIRTH AND DEATH REGIS- 
TRATION AREA 

With the admission Georgia the birth and death 
registration area—the latest state admitted— 
the number states outside the death registration 
area has been reduced five and the number outside 
the birth registration area seven, according 
statement made public January the Children’s 
Bureau the Department Labor which child 
welfare topics are discussed. 


MOTHERS’ AID FURNISHED GEORGIA 
INSTITUTIONS 


Fortunately there are who 
have vision plus the spirit adventure and the will 
push into new and untried paths. three its 
institutions for children Georgia has such group 
pioneers. Since 1920 one institution, and for the last 
several years two other institutions, have been ad- 
ministering Mothers’ Aid. 

Unfortunately Georgia one the few remaining 
states which has not passed Mothers’ Aid law. Dur- 
ing the recent 1927 legislature such bill passed the 
Senate, but because the calendar date never reached 
the house. 

Meantime these three institutions, The Tuttle- 
Newton Home, Augusta, The Hebrew Orphans’ Home, 
Atlanta, and the Masonic Orphans’ Home, Macon, are 
blazing bright trail. 

Mr. Alexander, President the Tuttle- 
Newton Home Board, has been its guiding spirit since 
the days 1920 when Mothers’ Aid was first admin- 
istered without supervision and follow-up service—to 
five years later, when was arranged for the field 
worker the Georgia Children’s Home Society 
supervise the families receiving Mothers’ Aid—down 
the present time, when the social worker going into 
the home some seventeen mothers who receive aid 
from the Home. Her service—guiding, helping, ad- 
also fathers and relatives and this 
time seventy-one children are under care their own 
homes. Mothers’ Aid has made possible not only 
more constructive service the part the Tuttle- 
Newton Home but wider service. More children are 
being cared for and smaller cost, the Home having 
found that maintenance the child with his mother 
totals just one-third the cost institutional care. 

October, 1925, the Hebrew Orphans’ Home de- 
cided place the Mothers’ Aid work, which had 
been carrying for number years, under the super- 
vision social worker. Two years have brought 
most gratifying results. the management 
this Home speaks with unqualified approval and pride 
the accomplishments this worker and the far- 
reaching benefits Mothers’ Aid administered under 
her supervision. Since January, 1926, applications for 
thirty-three children have been received this Home, 
which serves seven southern states, but has been 
necessary accept only one child for care the Home. 
Two families (representing eight children) 
granted subsidy, that is, monthly pension granted 
the mother her own home, but for each the re- 
maining twenty-five children some other arrangement 
was possible and best. And this worker who not 
only keeps close touch with the families receiving 
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Mothers’ Aid but who the friendly supervisor the 
older boys and girls they leave the Home become 
self-supporting. She helps them find the work for 
which they are fitted and satisfactory boarding home 
which remains under her supervision long 
necessary. Another phase the work mentioned 


recent report from the Home: earning capacity 


every mother developed the best possible ad- 
vantage. One-half the number our subsidized 
mothers became self-supporting within the last two 
years. Some are partially Comment- 
ing the economic saving Mothers’ Aid, the super- 
intendent says: children our Home cost 
about $35 month per capita.

The third Georgia institution adopt plan for 
Mothers’ Aid was the Masonic Orphans’ Home, when 
the conservatively progressive Grand Lodge authorized 
the Board Trustees appropriate money for the 
support children with their mothers. result, 
twelve families (thirty-four children) were cared for 
their own homes during 1927. This work under the 
supervision the field worker the Home, who re- 
ports the average cost per child about $5.80 per 
month $23.79 per month the institution. 
The increase per capita dues which the Georgia 
Masons recently voted will undoubtedly mean ex- 
tension their Mothers’ Aid program, and the same 
token, greater number needy mothers and chil- 
dren reached. 

With these three institutions already administering 
Mothers’ Aid; with several others making small be- 
ginnings; and even larger numbers manifesting in- 
creasing interest, Georgia marching steadily toward 
general adoption Mothers’ Aid. Leaders the 
state are looking forward with confidence not too 
distant day when the State itself will follow its pioneer- 
ing private institutions joining the ranks the 
States having Mothers’ Aid Law.—Mrs. Edgar

“Every Child’s Dietary for Mothers and Children” 
fills gap long felt those feeding young children. 
The author’s training under Dr. Mary Schwartz Rose 
and the approval the bulletin such authorities 
nutrition Doctors Rose, Hendee Smith, Hess, Shaw 
and Kerley, inspire confidence that the subject matter 
scientifically correct and that embodies the newer dis- 
coveries nutrition. 

The material well organized, simple and non- 
technical form, and deals with practical problem 
very practical way. The arrangement both 
unique and logical. progresses much the same 
order does the preparation the meal. First, menu 
planning, the hours service, and the amounts 
served are briefly discussed, then follow the menus ar- 
ranged groups—menus for children from 2-3 years 
old, and menus for those from years. 

The menus offer sufficient variety, provide for all 
bodily requirements, and indicate foods high calcium, 
phosphorus, iron and vitamins—all essential for 
growth and development.

REPORT ROUND TABLE HELD THE 
CHILD WELFARE LEAGUE REGIONAL CON- 
FERENCE NEW YORK CITY, JANUARY 
1928 


SUBJECT: UNMARRIED FATHER 


Interest the subject was evidenced the fact 
that the room assigned for the meeting was over- 
crowded. was significant that the feeling was 
once voiced that too little has been known about the 
fathers illegitimate children, too little done for them 
and with them. Every one present was eager for help 
determining what the fundamental principles should 
upon which base work with the unmarried father 
and developing applicable case methods. 

regard certain points there was general agree- 
ment: 

That the first important interview with the mother 
should carried such way that definite data 
and evidence regard the paternity the child 
may assembled once, delay inaccuracy 
that point may result losing all trace the father. 

That the statements made should, far possi- 
ble, verified once. 

That the alleged father should, usually, given 
hearing before prosecution instituted; that 
should either visited requested letter call 
the office the agency. 

That should helped recognize his responsi- 
bility paying for the confinement expenses the 
mother and supporting, least part, the child. 

That there should prosecution except when 
the evidence convincing. 

That whenever possible there should adjudi- 
cation paternity, exception being made when the 
hearing would held open court, with resulting 
publicity. 

That wisely thought out plans should made 
for the father and that his family and his family rela- 
tions should considered. 

That individual differences should recognized 
that each father may receive the particular type 
treatment that and his situation require. 

That marriage should never forced, and ad- 
vised only instances where there genuine affec- 
tion between the father and mother with some prospect 


happiness the union. 


10. That the parents the young father and mother 
under twenty-one should usually informed the 
situation. This point was discussed length hecause 
was recognized that number exceptional cases 
might require consideration. For instance, when there 
mental physical disability the grandparents 
when some special family complication exists. was 
felt that, parents are legally responsible for their 


minor children, they should encouraged make 
effort understand the point view son daughter 
and their way living with its temptations order 
instrumental helping them and planning for 
the future the grandchild. cases where grand- 
parents are indifferent, was thought that great effort 
should made win their co-operation and make 
clear them that there stake family problem 
whose solving largely their responsibility 

number points were raised which brought out 
differences opinion and resulted lively discussion. 

was difficult decide what course should 
pursued the case alleged father who high 
school boy. Should teachers the school informed 
his delinquency and should allowed return 
school? Some members the group thought that 
the teachers coming immediate contact with the 
boy should know the whole story they might more 
understanding and helpful and also might supervise 
him more carefully his school relationships. Others 
felt that many teachers would not weigh properly all 
the facts the case and hence might prejudiced and 
unfair the boy. was agreed that every case 
where considered wise inform some one connected 
with the school, the principal should chosen and 
that the information should given him with ample 
interpretation. The question allowing the boy 
return the same school was moot point. was 
thought some that when the boy’s offense 
isolated one and where shows sincere intention 
behave properly the future, should back into 
his old class; others felt that would unwise 
allow him return all. 

Difference opinion was equally marked when the 
young father’s responsibility regard supporting 
his child came for consideration. one hand there 
were arguments for holding before the boy constantly 
the burden which must later bear, the object being 
make him realize the seriousness his offense with 
the hope improved behavior 
character. the other hand, there was strong feel- 
ing that boy sensitive nature might suffer because 
the deferred punishment and might become dis- 
couraged, feel sense inferiority, and lose interest 
school work. 

Every one felt that the boy’s father should not 
expected shoulder the financial burden the child’s 
care this would mean hardship for the family. 

There was general agreement that the self-supporting, 
unencumbered young man should forced bear his 
full share support. 

Where the situation the man who already caring 
for wife and children was discussed there was one 
opinion—that the wife should not told about the 
illegitimate child but that the husband should urged 
confide her. Many the group thought that 
should forced invariably pay for the care the 
child; others considered that better social work would 
accomplished public private agency were 
asked support the child that the life the father’s 
family might remain unimpaired.
